BELIEVES IN KENTUCKY. 

“I think it is time to talk. 1 am a 
firm believer In the future of Ken- 
tucky, In the development of her re- 
soutces, in the upbuilding of her bus- 
lnesa Inteiests, and I say to you, my 
ftienda, it la within your power to 
promote her welfare to greater possl- 
1 bllltles. This I believe, though I am 
aware much work will have to be 
done to accomplish this, but Ken- 
tucky men are fully equal to tbe task.

“I am guilt lens ol the charge 
against nie as God la my judge," said

to you not lor mercy, but for justice, 
for I have done no wrong. 

“Conld I have foreseen that harm 
wonld come to Senator Goebel at the 
hands ol the mountain men I would 
have cat off my right arm before I 
wonld have organized the movement 
to bring them to Frankfort. Could 
rien foresee events of the future, 
could they swing back the golden 
curtain and peer Into the mysteries of 
what la to come, many mistakes 
would be garded against. Could the 
citizens of Johnstown have foraeen 
that the flood wonld come they could 
have saved their lives by flight. 
Could the dwellers at the base of Mt.

Goebel would be kll.ed, and I bad, 110 
part In It. Were the witnesses 1 have 
had summoned to this trial to con- 
spire to rob a bank or kill a man, 
could I be held guilty? 

ASKS SIMPLE JUSTICE. 

"I do not ask yon for sympathy. I 
ask you to acquit me because I am 
not gnilty, 

"Yon men know something of re- 
straint because yon have been In 
charge ol officers during this trial, 
bat yon cannot know what it is to be 
In a prison cell three years to asso- 
ciate with criminals, to be gazed at 
by cariosity seekers, and yon cannot 
know what a verdict of acquittal 
would mean to me. 

“It would mean that once more I 
conld walk abroad a free man and 
conld aee again the face of loved ones. 
My father passed Into the spirit land 
a ahort time ago End my mother la 
nnable to be preaent at thla trial be- 
cause of her Infirmities. She asks 
you from alar for a just verdict and 
the acquittal ol her son that her last 
days may be peacefnl and that ahe 
may not go down to the grave dis- 
trusting mankind.

With these words uttered by the Scott Circuit Clerk, the crowning 
act in the diabolical political conspiracy to "hang Powers and damn 
the Republican party,” was consummated at Georgetown at 1 1 20 
Saturday morning.

Immediately alter the verdict was read, your correspondent ap- 
proached George Wyatt, foreman of 'he jury, and asked him to relate 
the details of bow the verdict was reached . 

"We have agreed not to tell bow the balloting was or any of the 
proceedings in the jury room." 

"Will you say whether there was any division on the question of 
guilt?" was asked. 

"We don't care to discuss It," was his laconic reply. 

Immediately after the polling and dismissal of the jury, many per- 
sons in the court room gathered about the condemned min snd offer- 
ed their hands in sympathy and words of encouragement, but he 
seemed to be less perturbed than most of those who called to sympa- 
thize. As he left the court room to go back to prison, a large number 
followed him for some distance, but no sort of demonstration either 
of disapproval or approval marked any stage of the proceedings from 
the time the vetdlct was announced till the prison doors closed on 
the prisoner. 

An interview was sought with Powers before he left the court room, 
but he declined to talk at that time

Park stated on the subject ol 
Executive Ability, that system Is the 
secret of good government. I. S. Ma- 
son continued the subject.
